Justice Minister Bekir Bozdag said 31 peo- 
ple were killed in the attack, and another se- 
nior government official told The Associated 
Press the count could climb much higher. 

The senior official at first said close to 
50 people had already died but later said that 
the figure was expected to rise to close to 50. 

The official, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity in line with government protocol, 
said as many as four militants may have been 
involved in the attack. 

Turkey’s NTV television earlier quoted 
Istanbul Governor Vasip Sahin as saying some 
60 people were wounded. 

Roads around the airport were sealed off 
for regular traffic after the attack, and several 
ambulances could be seen driving back and 
forth. Hundreds of passengers were flooding 


out of the airport and others were sitting on 
the grass, their bodies lit by the flashing lights 
of the emergency vehicles. 

South African traveler Judy Favish, who 
spent two days in Istanbul as a layover on her 
way home from Dublin, had just checked in 
when she heard an explosion followed by gun- 
fire and a loud bang. She said she hid under 
the counter for some time. 

Favish said passengers were ushered to a 
cafeteria at the basement level where they 
were kept for more than an hour before being 
allowed outside. 

Another Turkish official said attackers 
detonated explosives at the entrance of the 
international terminal after police fired at 
them.

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Illinois Tech smart farm will 
grab solar power, water itself

A garden at Illinois Tech is sprouting with 
broccoli, kale and flowers— but its real job is 
to allow students to build out clean energy 
sources and test smart farming technologies. 

UFarmllT, a 5,000 -square-foot garden on 
campus, started out six years ago as a collab- 
orative project with professors and students 
from different disciplines. Now, it is develop- 
ing into a smart farm the univer- 
sity hopes can prove concepts 
that will one day ease the pains 
of farming in cities. 

The challenge is doing all of 
that without creating waste, 
said Hamid Arastoopour, en- 
gineering professor and direc- 
tor of the Wanger Institute for 
Sustainability and Energy Re- 
search, which helps fund and 
run the farm. 

“It has social impact, it has 
economic impact and it has 
safety impact, but we have to 
do it right,” he said. “We cannot 
use electricity because it is al- 
ready at a shortage ... We have to be very care- 
ful that everything comes from renewables.” 

The farm is well on its way Students built a 
shed in a corner of the farm last summer, said 
Merjem Mededovic, president of the student 
organization also called UFarmllT. The Wag- 
ner Institute funded the installation of two 
solar panels on top of the shed in April. 

Volunteers then dug shallow trenches 
around and under the raised beds, laid down 


pipes for a watering system and installed a 
water pump and valves. The solar panels will 
power the water pump, Mededovic said. 

A group of electrical engineering and com- 
puter science students are programming a mi- 
cro-controller inside the pump, teaching the 
valves to turn on and off automatically 

Eventually sensors will be able to measure 
moisture in the soil and tell the water pump 
when the plants are thirsty said 
Jimmy Shah, a recent electrical 
engineering graduate. That con- 
cept itself is not new; he said, but 
that’s where the testing aspect of 
UFarmllT comes in. 

“These sensors are off the 
shelf, but you have to integrate 
everything together,” he said. 

Shah worked with the Center 
for Smart Grid Applications, 
Research and Technology, a lab 
at Illinois Tech. The students 
have a battery they plan to hook 
up to the solar panels as well, to 
store solar power for use when 
it’s not so sunny 
The hope is to feed extra power generated 
at UFarmllT into the grid, Arastoopour said, 
and gather data on how much renewable ener- 
gy an urban farm needs. Proving the students’ 
and faculty’s concepts will help secure fund- 
ing to help the farm advance. 

Plans are already cooking to add a water 
tank, further the compost system and incor- 
porate aquaponics, a system that uses fish 
waste to grow plants.

EVEN WHEN THE SOX ARE 
LOSING, THEIR FIREWORKS 
WIN OVER CROWDS

Regardless of how the White Sox are performing on the field in a given year, what 
trades they make or how expensive the beer is, you can always count on them for 
one thing: spectacular fireworks shows. 


That’s been the case since i960, when the 
team partnered with Melrose Park Pyrotech- 
nics to create the exploding scoreboard, a 
tradition that has expanded to include more 
elaborate displays with each passing year. 

“I don’t know too many teams that don’t 
have fireworks anymore,” said Bob Kerns, 
director of operations at Melrose Park Pyro- 
technics. The company has won international 
competitions and performs more than 2,000 
shows annually and its clients include the city 
of Chicago and other pro sports franchises. 

“It’s a reasonable form of entertainment 
that draws a crowd. It’s all about the fan 


experience, so whatever the team can do to get 
people to the ballpark and make their experi- 
ence more enjoyable, that’s where they look, 
and fireworks tend to do that pretty well.” 

All the postgame shows at U.S. Cellular 
Field are set to music and most are designed 
around a theme, one of the most complicated 
of which was last year’s country music night. 

“Different than the other theme nights 
and fireworks shows, we actually work with 
the Grand Ole Opry on basically a video,” 
said Cris Quintana, the Sox’s presentation 
director. “The fireworks are set to videos of 
performers who have performed at the Grand 
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Ole Opry in Nashville. The music is displayed 
as a video on our center field video board.” 

If you’re wondering why the tradition hasn’t 
caught on at Wrigley Field, well, it has every- 
thing to do with the neighborhood. Shooting 
rockets near so many buildings makes for pit- 
falls that are difficult to navigate. 

“It’s a very, very difficult place to work,” 
Kerns said. “We didn’t do it, but I do under- 
stand they had a show there last year.” 

In addition to a dozen or so postgame 
shows each season, the team shoots off fire- 
works before each game, after Sox home runs 
and after victories. 

RedEye spoke with Kerns, who has been 
with the company for 22 years, to give fans a 
glimpse of how it all comes together. 

1 MONTH 

That’s about how long it takes to design one 
postgame fireworks show at the Cell. 

“We have a gentleman here, that’s all he 
does is create soundtracks for numerous 
events all over the country that we perform 
all over the country” Kerns said. “His job is 
to work with the White Sox to produce these 
soundtracks to come up with the music that 
we use for each firework event. Once the mu- 
sic has been selected, then we have four show 
designers. Their job is to design the fireworks 
into music because a large percentage of the 
fireworks shows, including the White Sox’s, 
are done to music now”

The number of Melrose Park Pyrotechnics 
employees on hand for a postgame show at 
U.S. Cellular Field. Only one employee is 
needed to monitor the effects at any other 
home game. Originally each rocket was fired 
manually In the 1980s computers took over 
the majority of firing rockets at the ballpark, 
though there are some venues where manual 
operation is required. 

Of course, most of the work is done well 
before game day 

“Every designer is very familiar with the 
site, so he knows what types of products can 
be used there and what types you can’t use 
there,” Kerns said. “We’re all governed by 
{National Fire Protection Association] guide- 
lines as far as the type of products that can 
be used regarding distances from structures 
or people, things like that. Once we have the 
music assigned, then the music is turned into 
a wav file so the show designer can bring it 
into his scripting software program and see 
the actual music file in a wav format. 

“You can zoom up on this and actually 
place devices firing event positions at each 
crescendo of the music that you’re trying to 
hit. It’s basically the show designer is scripting 
into the music all this different pyrotechnic 
devices so that when the finished product is 
done, the fireworks and the music match each 
other in synchronization, mood, color, style. 


There’s a whole different types of things that 
they look at so that it’s a total performance.”

The most home runs the White Sox have 
hit in one home game; they did it Saturday 
against Toronto. 

“The home run type of fireworks, that’s a 
daily event, and that’s a special kind of prod- 
uct that home runs come off the back of the 
scoreboard,” Kerns said. “They’re a specially 
made device that goes up with no debris; 
they’re called crossettes. They’re a type of 
close-proximate type of device that is used 
in areas where it’s close surroundings. There 
has to be a special kind of product because 
you don’t want anything to drift inside the 
ballpark.” 

40 FEET 

A pyrotechnics barrage accompanies the 
moment the White Sox players are intro- 
duced before each home game (and AC/DC’s 
“Thunderstruck” plays). Those fireworks are 
launched from scaffolding 40 feet in the air in 
the players’ parking lot. 

“The reason we shoot those from the scaf- 
folding and not the scoreboard is they have 
some items in there we can’t shoot that close 
to the ballpark because it would be too close 
to the people that are inside the ballpark,” 
Kerns said.

“Everything appears a lot closer just be- 
cause of your surroundings,” Kerns said. “The 
audience doesn’t realize exactly what they’re 
looking at because if you took that same show 
and put it out in the middle of Lake Michigan, 
it would look totally different because it’s so 
far away Every show is designed to the venue 
in which it’s being used.”

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Chicago dermatologists offer 
tips for pro sunscreen use

S ome of summer’s biggest joys involve 
soaking up the sun: relaxing for hours on 
beaches and boats, spending brunches and 
happy hours on patios and rooftops, living 
it up at the city’s many fests. 


Not to be a buzzkill, but it’s super important to remember 
that you’re at risk for sunburns and skin cancer when you’re do- 
ing those things. Which, of course, doesn’t mean you shouldn’t 
do them— you just need to be sun-sawy and take all the right 
steps to protect yourself. 

In case you haven’t thought about sunscreen in a while or 
just want to check that you’re on the right track with your sun- 
protection routine, we asked two local dermatologists — Rachel 
Pritzker, a physician dermatologist with Chicago Cosmetic 
Surgery and Dermatology and Roopal Kundu, an associate pro- 
fessor of dermatology and medical education at Northwestern 
University Feinberg School of Medicine— for their advice on 
staying safe in the sun. Here’s what you need to know 


Make sure you’re 

buying the right sunscreen ... 

Check your bottle for: 

» A nice, high SPF. The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention recommends 15 or higher, but Kundu said 30 or high- 
er. Something higher than 50-say, 75 or 100- won’t be much 
different from just 50, Pritzker said, but if you’re not using enough 
product (more on that later), you might need a higher number. 

» The phrase “broad spectrum." SPF indicates how well the 
product will protect you from UVB rays, which cause sunburns. 
But the sun throws out UVA rays, too, and those are the ones 
that age your skin. You need broad-spectrum protection to 
keep out both kinds and best guard against skin cancer. 

» Water and sweat resistance. If you’re planning to be in the 
water or sweating a ton, anyway. And look for something that 
says “80 minutes,” so you’re covered longer.

... And applying (and 
reapplying) it the right way 

» The average person needs a whole shot 
glass worth of sunscreen to adequately 
cover their entire body. That seems like a 
ton, but both dermatologists used that exact 
imagery for their recommended amount. 

For just your face, Pritzker recommended 
enough to cover two fingers. 

» Put it on before you head out. 

Sunscreens (especially chemical ones) typi- 
cally take 15 to 20 minutes to fully kick in 

I after you’ve put them on-check your bottle 

to see what it calls for. And if you’re going to 
be hanging out shirtless or in a swimsuit, ap- 
ply your sunscreen in that state of dress, not 
after you’ve put on your shirt or coverup, so 
you don’t miss any spots that will be exposed 
later. 

» Reapply, reapply, reapply. If you’re just 
hanging out in the sun, every two hours 
should be OK. If you’re active, sweaty or in the 
water, aim for hourly, or after you towel off. 


The dermatologists said their sun protection 
guidelines are the same regardless of how light 
or dark your skin is naturally; no matter what 
color your skin is, you can get a sunburn or 
skin cancer. They said they might see differ- 
ent types of skin cancer in their darker-skinned 
patients, or fewer cases of it, but it does occur, 
and it’s still real and dangerous. 


Your skin color 
doesn't matter 


keep the sun out! There are all kinds of things 
you can and should wear to protect yourself. 
And try to limit your sun time during the peak 
UV hours of 10 a.m. to 3 p.m., too. 


If you're gonna 
tan, tan safely 


Just kidding-both dermatologists said there 
really isn’t a safe way to get that summer color. 
You’re probably going to get a gradual tan just 
by living your life outside, because sunscreens 
aren’t 100 percent effective even when they’re 
used properly, but still, keep those rays out as 
much as you can. And tanning beds are still a 
big don’t- “an absolute no-no forever,” Pritzker 
said. 


Take care of your sunburns 

They suck, but they can happen, even if 
you’re careful. If they do: 

» Keep your skin cool. Not icy cold, just 
cool and comfortable. Get out of the sun, 
obviously, and try some cold compresses. 

» Stay hydrated. 

» Use very bland moisturizers. 

» Mind your blisters. Keep them moist- 
Pritzker recommended using Vaseline, 
Aquaphor or CeraVe-and drain them care- 
fully if you need to, but don’t open them 
up entirely and expose your skin to other 
infections. 

» Seek medical attention if you’re severely 
burned or actually sick.

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Expensive isn’t always better 

Kundu said that cost shouldn’t be a factor in 
how effective your sunscreen is-it’s all about 
making sure that whatever you get has all the 
key features outlined earlier. But she did cau- 
tion that studies have shown that people using 
expensive sunscreens might apply less of them 
or apply them less often, which makes them 
less effective. You should be going through 
several bottles of sunscreen throughout the 
summer or during a long vacation, she said. So 
keep that in mind. 

Don't stop at Just sunscreen 

Sunglasses for your eyes! Hats for your head! 
Clothing woven with special materials that 


And generally 

keep an eye on your skin 

While you’re spending time putting sunscreen 
all over your body and seeing parts of it you 
might not see at other times of the year, be 
aware of the moles you have. Is anything 
itching, bleeding or changing in size, shape or 
color? Is there a new one that doesn’t look like 
your others? If you notice something out of 
the ordinary, seek medical attention to get it 
checked out. 

Now, sunscreen up, get outside and enjoy the 
sun! It’ll be winter again before you know it.

She also has a very strategic adviser in 
Tyrion, who helped win one battle at King’s 
Landing already And she has Varys, who 
probably still has connections to his “little 
birds” and all their intel. (It will be interesting 
to see whether the orphaned rugrats side 
with him or Qyburn when the time comes.) 
Both men have an insider’s knowledge of 
the capital, which will come in handy for 
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What Margaery Tyrell’s fate says about ‘Game of Thrones’

The body count of 
semi-significant char- 
acters in the “Game of 
Thrones” Season 6 
finale is the highest 
we’ve seen in awhile. 
From Tommen (RIP) 
to Grand Maester 
Pycelle to the High 
Sparrow to Lancel, 
the Cersei-induced 
carnage at King’s 
Landing was pretty 
damn sweeping. 

Yet no death from this episode feels more 
unfair than that of Margaery Tyrell, who 
clawed, charmed and plotted her way to 
survival through three royal marriages and 
five bloody seasons. Since her first appearance 
in Season 2, Margaery has used her wits and 
resources to prevail in nearly every dangerous 
situation, and it really looked as though she 
would make it out of this one, too. 

And just four episodes later, she was dead, 
felled by the same stupid firebomb that 
downed the High Sparrow and hundreds 
of others. That’s the part that feels most 
unsatisfying of all. Instead of going out in a 
bold or sacrificial way (to save Loras, maybe?), 
she instead was incinerated alongside the very 
man she was supposed to be outsmarting— 



the one she warned against Cersei’s likely plot 
minutes before it all quite literally blew up. 
Like, really, David Benioff/D.B. Weiss? No 
resolution to her plan? No clues as to what 
she would have done after Cersei’s trial? As a 
longtime Margaery fan, I felt cheated, like she 
deserved more than that. 

But here’s the thing about “Game of 
Thrones”: No one ever really gets what they 
“deserve.” It’s a grim truth that’s been creep- 
ing up onus since Ned Stark was executed 
back in Season 1, but Margaery’s death seems 
like a kind of series turning point. Ned’s death, 
although unjust, could be written off as neces- 
sary plot momentum. “Game of Thrones” 
can’t really exist without dead Ned. Aeah, you 
could argue that Lady Olenna needed incen- 
tive to head to Dome— and ostensibly provide 
Daenerys with Tyrell forces —but her pre- 
existing Lannister hatred probably would have 
been enough motivation as-is. And although 
there have been more wholly good and pure 
characters to die, they too were usually just 
unfortunate side effects of the plot at large. 

Margaery on the other hand, still could have 
been useful. In such a matriarchal, female- 
centric season, it would have been immensely 
rewarding to watch her join forces with Dany 
and Co. alongside her grandmother. I don’t 
think anyone could deny that there was room 
for one more badass lady on that fleet, right? 


Instead, she was consigned to an unimport- 
ant, fiery fate. Margaery’s death proves that 
no matter how clever or resilient or seem- 
ingly important you are, your survival is never 
assured in “Game of Thrones”— you mess up, 
you get betrayed or someone outsmarts you. 
“When you play the game of thrones, you win 
or you die,” Cersei famously told Ned in Sea- 
son 1. Yet even as Margaery is trying to escape 
the game, she is snuffed out. It seems that the 
game has become more insidious than anyone 


could have imagined way back then. 

It’s hard not to be excited about Dan/s 
inevitable takeover of the Iron Throne. After 
all this time and bloodshed and last-minute 
dragon swoop-ins, it really feels like she’s 
earned her passage across the Narrow Sea. But 
as the unstoppable threat of the White Walk- 
ers looms beyond the Wall, you can’t help but 
wonder if that well-deserved success will be

Daenerys, since she’s never been there. 

And then, of course, she has some special 
weapons in Drogon, Rhaegal and Viserion. 

At this point, there aren’t many people who 
are against Dany Even her spurned lover still 
bows down to her. 

Jon Snow 

The former Lord Commander is an interest- 
ing case. Unlike most people, he could have 
a legitimate claim to the throne, now that 
we basically know he’s the son of Rhaegar 
Targaryen and Lyanna Stark.
